An unidentified woman suffered what bystand- 
ers described a seizure just after 11 a.m. in the 
Library quad Thursday. 

Freshman Emily Dehart was sitting in the quad 
when the girl appeared to lapse into the seizure. 

“TI heard a scream, and then I heard her hit the 
ground,” Dehart said. “She was shaking.” 

Dehart said at least three students came to the aid 
of the victim. 

One student, Kym Milisci, a senior, used his 
cellular phone to call for help. 

“She was sitting on one of the planters when she 
suddenly stood up, like she was trying to get away 
from a bee,” Milisci said. “Then she fell to the 
ground.” 

Milisci estimated the girl suffered convulsions 
for about two to three minutes. She gained con- 
sciousness another five to six minutes later, Milisci 
said. 

When the girl regained consciousness she was 
unable to give information about her identity, loca- 
tion, or if she was on medication, Milisci said. 


Hilson 
released 
from 
hospital

William Hilson Jr., the specta- 
tor who fell approximately 30 feet 
due to a broken step on the east 
side of Hornet Stadium during the 
Causeway Classic, was released 
from UC Davis Medical Center 
with four fractured ribs and three 
compressed vertebrae, and has 
returned home, said co-worker 
Dick Osen. 

Hilson, an attorney with the 
Sacramento law firm 
McDonough, Holland, and Allen, 
will be in a partial body cast an 
estimated eight to 12 weeks, Osen 
said. 

“He is doing as well as can be 
expected,” he said. “[Hilson’s co- 
workers] are all concerned for his 
health.” 

Osen also said Hilson would 
most likely need physical therapy 
after the cast is removed. 

The incident, which occurred 
during the Sept. 22 football game 
against UC Davis, resulted in the 
closing of Hornet Stadium by 
President Donald Gerth until a 
complete safety inspection of the 
facility could be made. 

Gerth said he had visited Hilson in 
the hospital, and that they had shared 
several “good conversations.”

“She looked more in shock then anything,” he 
said. “She said she had never had a seizure before.” 

The victim was transported to Kaiser Permanente 
Medical Center by an ambulance after recieving 
treatment from paramedics. 

Milisci estimated it took the emergency units 15 
minutes to get from the exterior of the campus to the 
victim’s position. 

This was due to several obstacles on campus, 
including the yellow, free-standing poles that block 


access roads, and several Facilities Management 
vehicles that had been left unattended along the 
access path. 

Milisci was concerned about the emergency ve- 
hicles’ response time, especially with the poles that 
surround the quad and the entrance to the Library. 

“That is something that should be addressed im- 
mediately,” Milisci said. “This is a huge liability. 
How will emergency vehicles get to the library if 
there is a fire?”

John Hamrick, of the campus police, said the 
actual response time for the emergency vehicles 
after the 11:25 a.m. 911 call was 20 minutes. 

Hamrick said a university officer arrived at the 
scene at 11:28, three minutes after the call. 

Hamrick confirmed four vehicles were blocking 
the designated emergency entrance on Sinclair Road. 
However, while the vehicle university officer was 
assisting the victim, a bicycle officer removed all 
the nearby poles and had the vehicles moved. Two 
of the vehicles belonged to Facilities Management. 

Hamrick said the university police have no con- 
trol over the placement of the poles, but do have a 
key for them. 

Howard Harris, associate vice president for Fa- 
cilities Management, said the two vehicles on 
Sinclair were tree-trimming vehicles and were at- 
tended. 

Harris also said the campus terrain is very acces- 
sible to emergency vehicles. 

“The police officers have keys to the poles and 
access cards to the gates,” Harris said. 

Harris said the poles on the inner campus were 
placed to block the roads that are not designed for 
vehicles.

CSUS students using the Internet will 
be able to rate their professors if World 
Wide Web page developed by aresident 
computer science major works correctly. 

The Associated Students Professor 
Evaluations and Comment Tracker is a 
database allowing students to grade their 
professors and make comments. 

ASPECT was developed by CSUS 
graduate student Devin Cook for Associ- 
ated Students Inc. In the future, Cook 
said, the system should be able to average 
all the grades given by students and yield 
one total score. 

Although most support the idea, pro- 
fessors can choose to be removed from 
the system. Cook said only 40have opted 
to be dropped from ASPECT. Another 
10 have contacted him to ensure their 
inclusion. 

Cook said that his goal is for the 
system to allow students’ input be gath- 
ered easily and arranged quickly. 

“ASPECT does a lot of things that 
will make it easy to monitor and man- 
age,” said Cook, who works for the Hor- 
net Bookstore. “I think it will work pretty 
good... unlike other professor evaluation 
systems that the students have tried.” 

CSUS students already have a way to 
evaluate their professors. Under a Cali- 
fornia State University contract with the 
California Faculty Association, the pro- 
fessors are evaluated in a minimum of ©

The lone representative in the state 
legislature for the more that 300,000 
students of the California State Uni- 
versity system resigned after a turbu- 
lent tenure of only nine months. 

Stephen Henderson, former Asso- 
ciated Student Inc. presidentat CSUS, 
announced his resignation as legisla- 
tive advocate at the last meeting of 
the California State Students Asso- 
ciation in Bakersfield last month. 


CSSA is the lobbying group that 
speaks to the state capital on educa- 
tion matters. The group lobbied leg- 
islators this summer during stalled 
budget negotiations after Gov. Pete 
Wilson suggested a 10 percent fee 
increase. CSSA is financed through 
dues paid by each university in the 
CSU system, at a rate of $.50 per 
enrolled student. 

Since Henderson took on the re- 
sponsibilities of legislative advocate, 
CSSA has been embroiled in a debate 
over the direction in which the orga- 


nization should go, with board mem- 
bers split on whether to hire an ex- 
ecutive director. 

An executive director would pro- 
vide a more stable influence, accord- 
ing to Henderson. 

“It’s hard to accomplish much 
since there isn’t any continuity with 
the board. Because it is made up of 
students, each year there is a com- 
pletely new board, and each year they 
try toreinvent the wheel,” Henderson 
said. 

CSSA is made up of CSU student 


government representatives, who 
meet monthly to decide on issues 
they believe should be presented to 
the state legislature. As legislative 
advocate, Henderson would then take 
those issues and lobby them at the 
state Capitol. 

Henderson said many reasons in- 
fluenced his decision to leave the 
organization, including his desire to 
change the direction of his career.

Forty-five minutes may not 
seem like a lot of time, but it’s 
enough to save a life. 

On Monday the Sacramento 
Blood Center, in conjunction with 
the Student Health Center, will 
organize the first of three blood 
drives to take place on campus 
this semester. 

The drive will take place from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. It will take students 
and faculty members 45 minutes to 


give blood at the Redwood Room in 
the University Union. 

“Those who give blood should 
feel very good about giving such 
a special gift,” said Debbie Milios, 
account manager for the Blood 
Center. 

Since only 5 percent of the 
population’s eligible donors give 
the gift of blood, large drives like 
those at CSUS are instrumental in 
keeping up with the Blood Center’s 
demands. According to Milios, 400 
units of blood are needed each day 
to meet patients’ needs. 


She added that the drive makes 
it easy for the campus to donate 
“such an important gift.” 

This time of year is especially 
critical for the Blood Center, since 
the holidays are just around the 
corner. Unfortunately, this is a 
period when demand will be up 
and supply will be down. 

The three CSUS drives, sched- 
uled for Oct. 6, Nov. 3 and Dec. 8 
will help the center throughout 
this period.

Rational Recovery offers an 
alternative to addiction

— not to accept or receive treat- 
ment for their addiction — but to 
recover from it. 

“We teach people how to quit 
their addictions forever,” says 
Cindy Gates, program director of 
the Sacramento branch. “If you want 
to quit, we have the tool for you.” 

Rational Recovery was founded 
more than a decade ago by author 
Jack Trimpey, the author of “Ratio- 
nal Recovery: The New Cure for 
Substance Addiction.” 

The center has several loca- 
tions in California and Texas and 
serves clients.from all over the 
country. Since its opening in Janu- 
ary, the Sacramento location has 
had about 80 clients and contin- 
ues to grow. 

The program consists of a series 
of eight 90-minute classes. The course 
objective is complete recovery from 


addiction to alcohol or other drugs 
through planned abstinence. 

Rational Recovery uses acom- 
mon-sense approach to recovery, 
concentrating on the addiction, 
rather than the guilt. It involves 
several steps and bases its phi- 
losophy on Addictive Voice Rec- 
ognition Technique. 

“The reason we have this mass 
addiction problem is that ‘voice,’” 
said Gates. 

This internal voice, which, ac- 
cording to Gates, tells a person to 
go ahead and drink or take drugs is 
called “the beast.” Victims are 
taught how to defeat and ultimately 
kill the beast in order to recover. 

Unlike other rehabilitation pro- 
grams, Rational Recovery is not 
religious and does not have clients 
return for recovery group meetings. 

Recovery is treated as one 


event in one’s life, not as a one- 
day-at-a-time process from which 
it will take a lifetime to recover. 

Rational Recovery teaches vic- 
tims that they are responsible and 
capable to cure themselves. The 
center does not support the belief 
that victims have a disease and 
are powerless. / 

“People walk out of here 
knowing they’re recovered, not 
hoping,” Gates said. 

The program costs about 
$1,500 and lasts up to one month. 
However, patients may speed up 
the process and can choose their 
own pace toward recovery. 

Rational Recovery representa- 
tives have made it a point to meet 
with various politicians to in- 
crease awareness of their program 
as an alternative to Narcotics or 
Alcoholics Anonymous, accord- 
ing to Douglass Cobel, a Rational 
Recovery employee.

Primus 
The Brown Album

Primus is not for everybody. 
One man’s genius is indeed an- 
other man’s noise. For those 
who can get past the initial 
shock of its wild, aural land- 
scapes “The Brown Album” is 
worth a few listens.

Ah, yes. It’s that magical time of year. 

With parades and floats and 
hoopla, Sac State alumni cross con- 
|tinents, ford streams and scale 
‘mountains to return to their alma 
‘mater, show their Hornet pride and 
‘celebrate past football glories. It is 
‘atime of fellowship between former 
‘students and current ones. 
' It’s Homecoming. 

Last season, more than 4,200 Sac 
|State alumni and students were 
| present in Hornet Stadium — which 
;can seat 17,000 — for the Home- 
coming game against Eastern Wash- 
lington. Of course, those numbers 
|include the marching band, friends 
‘and family members of the team, 
‘the press corps, hot dog vendors 
land some guy named Mike. 
| The problem with Homecom- 
jing is that you have to have some- 
thing to come home to. For most 
CSUS students, the campus is not 
_ahome; it’s a stopover, like a bus 
‘depot or a train station. 

Students come to this campus and 
| stay just long enough to buy a ticket 
‘out of here. Their destination? Any- 

where but here. 

Last year’s pathetic turnout for 
‘Homecoming was typical . In 1992, 
when the team went 7-3, only 4;500 

supporters turned for the game agairist 
\regional rival Chico State. The Hor-_ 
“nets won that game 36-20. Too bad 
‘hardly anyone was there'to remem- 
‘ber the Homecoming from Sac State’s 
‘ast winning season. 
| \ So, what does Homecoming mean 
‘for Sac State? 

Nothing. It’s just another game. 
is No one is coming home, at least 
‘hot this year. And they won’t come 
tback — not for the camaraderie, not 
‘for tradition. The only traditions at 
CSUS are no-shows and losing. 
Head coach John Volek says, “We 
have to win for our students. We have to 
\establish tradition, winning tradition.” 

» « Buthe can’ tkeep saying that with- 
‘out producing results. 

This Homecoming will be just 
another game, with one exception. 

Forget the parades and all the hype 
‘surrounding the university’s 50th anni- 
versary. Forget the Causeway Classic. 

This Saturday is Sac State’s most 
important football game ever. There 
are no more excuses. The Hornets 
have to win, period. 

Yes, it’s true that Sac State doesn’t 
offer as many scholarships — only 
43 compared to 63 on most other 
teams in the Big Sky Conference. It’s 
also true that it is a young team. 

In 1996, the Hornets were allowed 
to go 1-10. It was their first season 
playing with the much bigger Big 
Sky teams. One miserable season, 
and fans will let you slide. But two 
seasons of double-digit losses and 
they'll jump off the Big Sky Band- 
wagon like it was on fire. 

The Hornet football team has lost 
12 straight games. This season, it is 
already 0-3. The Hornets’ only sav- 
ing grace for this season is that the 
Causeway Classic gave the fans 
more than their money’s worth with 
a nail-biter in triple overtime. 

This Saturday, the Homets’ opponents 
are the Bengals of Idaho State, who are 
also 0-3. With a freshman quarterback, 
and an offense thataverages just over 185 
yards per game, the Bengals are a very 
beatable team. Sac State just has to be 
hungry. enough to win. 

Volek’s winning tradition had 
better kick in at Homecoming, or 
when the Hornets come home to 
play Northern Arizona on Oct. 
18, they might be playing in an 
empty stadium. 


Hornet Stadium safe for Homecoming 


Repairs to support structure continue through week; stadium will be ready by Saturday’s kickoff

Hornet Stadium has been 
cleared for the next Sacramento 
State football game this Satur- 
day, according to university 
spokeswoman Ann Reed. At press 
time, workers were still in the 
process of making repairs for the 


- Hornets’ Homecoming against 


Idaho State. 

“Tt’s ready to be opened,” Reed said. 

Reed also said that a private 
engineering firm was hired to in- 
spect the stadium for safety, and 
that repairs have been made to 
section 201, the area that col- 
lapsed. In addition to repairing 
section 201, workers also per- 
formed regular scheduled main- 
tenance throughout the stadium, 
tightening up bolts and replacing 
worn planks. 

“Safety is our first and fore- 
most concern,” Reed said. “We 
feel that this is a safe facility.” 

Two weeks ago, at the 44th 
Annual Coca-Cola Causeway 
Classic there was as much action 
off the field as there was on it. 
During the fourth quarter, the sta- 
dium fell out from underneath a 
lawyer, William Hilson Jr., when 
the step in section he was stand- 
ing on gave way. Hilson fell al- 
most 30 feet to the hard ground 
below, striking metal cross pieces 


that support the grandstands on 
his way down. 

The public address announcer 
warned spectators to stay away 
from the north end of the visitors’ 
side of the stadium, because a 
Lifeflight helicopter was on the 
way to transport Hilson to the 
hospital. Firetrucks and police 
were already on the scene. 

Luckily, Lifeflight was not 
needed and Hilson was transported 
by ambulance. 

Immediately following the 
game, university police secured 
the grandstands with metal barri- 
cades and yellow warning tape. 
The grandstands have been closed 
since then, so that repairs could 
be made and to insure against fur- 
ther accidents. 

According to Reed alternate 
sites were also looked into, in case 
repairs weren’t completed on time. 

When asked about whether 
playing Homecoming at another 
stadium would affect the team, 
head coach John Volek said that it 
would not matter where they 
played, and that the team was pre- 
paring for their first victory of the 
season, regardless of the venue. 

Additional touches to Hornet 
Stadium were also underway at 
press time. Both the press box and 
goal posts were getting a fresh 
coat of paint for the Homecoming 
festivities.

Football looks to bake Potatoheads

As the Hornets hunt for their 
first win this season, this 
Saturday’s Homecoming date 
with Idaho State’s Bengals may 
be Sac State’s best chance to feast 
on a Big Sky conference victim. 

The Bengals come into Hornet 
Stadium with an 0-3 record that 
mirrors the Hornets’ own sorrow- 
ful season. 

Sac State has left behind a bit- 
ter loss to UC Davis in the Cause- 
way Classic, but the Hornets hope 
to redeem themselves after a hu- 
miliating 52-10 loss to Big Sky 
powerhouse Montana. 

“Every game, we have learned 
more about ourselves. We are still a 
young football team,” head coach 
John Volek said. “You can only talk 
about youth so much, though. We’re 
heading into our fourth game of the 
season and at some point we’ ve got 
to put that aside and play with these 
guys, and the chemistry needs to 
come together.” 

The last time the teams met, the 


Bengals devoured the Hornets: m 
Pocatello 44-14. Six of Sac State’s 
points were scored by receiver 
Tyrone Taylor on a 99-yard kickoff 
return for a touchdown. 

This meeting of the two winless 
Big Sky teams should be a close 
match between two young squads 
in the building process. 

“They’re a very disciplined 
team that is also very hungry,” 
Volek said. “I’m sure they’1l come 
in and play a very physical game 
against us.” 

The Bengals bring a true fresh- 
man quarterback in Seth Burford 
from nearby Oakdale. This will 
be his third consecutive start in 
his college career. Against Mon- 
tana State last week, Burford 
tossed 12-22 with 148 yards and 
scored his first touchdown ona 1- 
yard sneak. The Bengal offense 
averages 185 yards a game, an 
easy target for the Hornet defense. 

Linebacker Telly Lockette 
leads ISU with 33 tackles, despite 
returning from two brain surger- 
ies and the insertion of a steel 
plate in his skull. Last season

Lockette was selected first-team 
all-league and honorable mention 
All-American. 

The Hornets will count on the 
foot of kicker Scott Brown, he put 
himself in the record books witha 
52-yard field goal against Mon- 
tana, but Brown struggled in 
shorter distances, missing 42-yard 
and 2-yard field goal attempts. 

The Hornets have also been 
plagued by injuries. They lost one 
team captain — Jesse Klinge — 
for the season due to his fractured 
fibula and torn deltoid ligament 
in his ankle, before the Causeway 
Classic. And they then lost an- 
other, tight end Jeff Schultz with 
a fractured forearm. 

Other losses include defensive 
lineman Mel Carter has been sus- 
pended from the Homecoming 
game due to unsportsmanlike con- 
duct against Montana. 

“It’s getting bigger every week 
in that we need a win. The kids 
that are in the program and have 
signed on with us are hungry fora 
win and the coaches are hungry 
for a win.”

ASI’s COOLEY AND 
HELMS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR WRC FUNDS 


Iam writing to finally clear up some 
of the falsehoods about the whole 
Women’s Resource Center issue. First 
I want to respond to the claim of my 
fellow ASI board member Director of 
Post-Baccalaureate Studies Devin 
Cook. In Friday’s issue (9/26) of the 
State Hornet Devin Cook wrote that 
“the Women’s Resource Center now 
receives funds of $25,000 from ASI 
and $17,000 from the University thanks 
to the effort put forward by President 
SandraSchlemmerandExecutive Vice 
President Shatinon Hughes.” No, 
Devin! The fact of the matter is; my- 
self, Brian A. Cooley, vice president of 
University Affairs and Jennifer Helms, 
director of Arts and Letters worked 
hard over the summer meeting with 
students, WRC personnel and univer- 
sity officials to craft a good resolution 
that could be supported by ASI board 
members and the campus community. 
President Schlemmer and Executive 
Vice President Hughes supported it, 
but it was Helms and myself that put 
the work and the effort into the refund- 
ing of the center. 

Director Helms and myself intro- 
duced the legislation (97-09-02 resolu- 
tion in support of women’s services 
Sept. 3, 1997) that authorized $25,000 
to the Women’s Resource Center. We 
believe that women’s services are im- 
portant to campus community, and we 
believe that ASI should be inclusive 
enough and responsive enough to be a 
partner in the delivery of women’s 
services. Another motivation for our 
legislation is the fact that a number of 
student governments on other cam- 
puses throughout the state take arolein 
the funding of women’s services on 
campus and here at CSUS, 50 percent 
of our student body is female. For me 
personally, I have a sister on campus 
and several friends who are female and 
I would want them to have a discreet, 
comforting place to go to get referral or 
assistance if they are a victim of a 
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Greeks and other organizations on 
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sexual crime or sexual discrimination. 

However, I understand — and so 
does Director Helms — that account- 
ability is important to any program or 
grant that ASI funds and that is why in 
drafting the resolution, Director Helms 
and myself wrote language that calls 
for an advisory committee comprised 
of students, faculty, administrators and 
community members to oversee the 
operations of the WRC and make rec- 
ommendations to the vice president of 
student affairs. 

Lastly, I would like to say that we 
can have balance and equity in our 
priorities if we work together and com- 
municate. So I ask you, please get 
involved and make your campus, your_ 
community a better place. ;

SCHLEMMER AND 
ACKERSON SENT 
MIXED MESSAGES 


Dear Editor, 

In her letter, published in the State 
Hornet on Sept. 12, Sandra Schlemmer 
stated that two concerns which led to 
the defunding of the Women’s Re- 
source Centerare “lack of outside fund- 
ing and lack of accountability to the 
dollars that were being given to the 
center.” These claims, vague and mis- 
leading, are at best straw issues. 

First, outside funding was never 
stipulated as a requirement for contin- 
ued ASI funding. In a letter written by 
ASIExecutive Director Carol Ackerson 
to programs requesting grant funds 
(dated April 25, 1997), she refers to the 
issue of outside funding as follows: 
“Great emphasis has been placed on 
the need for most programs to actively 
have an ongoing strategy that broadens 
each program’s funding base.” Appar- 
ently, somewhere between Ackerson’s 
written statement in April and 
Schlemmer’s statement in the State 
Hornet, ASI’ s position on outside fund- 
ing was elevated from an expectation 
of an on-going strategy to a require-

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ment. Such mixed messages are inde- 
fensible, especially since ASI Execu- 
tive Director Ackerson was a member 
of the Women’s Resource Center 
Board. Ackerson attended every meet- 
ing, yetnever raised the issue of outside 
funding as a strategy or a requirement. 

Despite the fact that there was no 
mandate from ASI to seek outside fund- 
ing, the faculty on the WRC board 
believed that additional funding would 
increase student opportunities for ser- 
vices and internships. Therefore, the 
Women’s Resource Center, incollabo- 
ration with women’s studies, applied 
for lottery funds and began working 
with other campus units to secure out- 
side funding for women’s services. The 
ASI board-was informed of these ef- 
forts at the funding hearing, but despite 
this information, they voted to defund 
the WRC, 

The second concern Schlemmer in- 
cluded in her letter was “lack of ac- 
countability to the dollars that were 
being given to the center.” What ex- 
actly does this mean? This statement 
is calumnious, and should not be 
used unless it is her intention to give 
the impression that the former WRC 
director and board members, includ- 
ing ASI Executive Director 
Ackerson, were remiss in their con- 
duct and the performance of their 
responsibilities. Such unsubstanti- 
ated allegations are slanderous. 

Finally, ASI’s vote to close down 
the Center was based on false pre- 
tenses, which resulted in the termina- 
tion of the director and the disruption of 
services. They ignored the voices of 
over 2,700 students who signed peti- 
tions protesting the closure of the Cen- 
ter, and through restructuring, elimi- 
nated the involvement of committed 
and dedicated faculty and students. Way 
to go ASI?
